To  this  volume  is  appended  a  List  of  Works  on  Angling*,  Fish,  and 
Fisheries,  which  supplements  the  Bibliotheca  Piscatoria  published  in  1883 
by  Mr.  T.  Satchell.  We  must  thank  the  Hon.  D.  B.  Fearing,  of  Newport, 
R.I.,  U.S.A.,  for  the  loan  of  his  catalogue  of  angling  books,  from  which 
many  of  the  entries  in  this  list  were  obtained. 

The  names  and  complete  addresses  of  publishers  will  be  found  at  the 
end  of  this  volume.  Under  the  book  titles  the  names  of  the  publishers  are 
given  in  brief:  ‘Low,’  for  instance,  instead  of  the  17  words  and  two  letters 
which  will  be  found  at  the  foot  of  the  title-page  of  this  book.  If  the  office  of 
a  publishing  firm  is  not  in  London,  the  name  of  the  town  ifl^laced  between 
parentheses  before  the  publisher’s  name,  thus :  ‘  (Oxford)  Blackwell.’
